24° vi’ avd 36" 58° N, anid 78" to! and Be" 21’ EK On the 
‘norte je bounded by the Eulwah and Parrokhabad (atriete of 
the Agra Divison; on the nortfveast the Ganges divides thir 
renter part of the Division from Quah, a portion of ATlaksbAd 
District extending north of the river; Mirekpur District fiew on 
the east; und the southern and wertem boundaries are formed 
by Native States of the Central India Agency, ve hand 
‘quarters of the Commissioner are at AiawAvAn Crry, ‘The 
‘thumber of inhabitants at the four enumeration’ was as (ollivwn: 
Harve’ (1872) 5,588,287 (88x), 5,757,421 (18p1}y and 
5.470 (1901). The pertion if the Division fying honth

Cawnpore fs the largest trading and 
manafscturing centre in the Provinces; Allahabad iy the seat 
of Government and an important religious centre; and Jha 
derives its importance from its commun Sion. The 
southem Districts contain a fine series of Hinds, temples and 
fortresses, the memorials of the Chandel rilets of Manic

‘The Tsan cute of 
ax amall angle to the north, joining the Ganges shorty alter (ts 
entry within the limits of Cawnpere; next come the Panda 
and Rind o¢ Arind, which traverse the central portion of the 
District: froen end to ern; while the Sengar, afler a south 
westerly conse through prt of the District, tums south 
alinaptly and falls into the Jumma, ‘The banks of both the 
‘Sengar and Jumaa are deeply furrowed by extensive ravines, 
‘which rumify in every direction from the cential gorges "Their 
desolate appearssice contrasts strongly with the tich and peaoe- 
fal agpect of the cultivated country above. The Ganges and 
Jumns are navigable throughout their course, but water-borne

trafic has decreased. “Although no lakes of any size exist, 
there are several ja oF-swamps, esperially in the northern ~ 
and central portions} arid'in. the south-west a long drainage 

line, called the Sonts, gradually deepens into a regular water 
‘course. 

‘The Disttict consists entirely of Gangetic: alluviain ; ‘bat Gestegy. 
Fanksr is found in all parts, and lange stretches of country, 
copecially in the Ganges-Pindm Doab, are covered with saline: ~ 
florescenees. 

The flom of the District presents no peculiarities, "The Botany. 
only extensive jungles are of ditt (Butea frondova). Groves 
‘of mangoes cover a larger area ; and muukud (Bassi latfotia), 
fameun (Eugenia Jamboiana), nim (Melia Asadirachta), ash 
‘aba? (Acacia arabica) are the commonest tree. 

Leopards ate found near the confluence of the Sengar and Fass, 
Jumma, ravinedeer along the Jumna, and antelope and widget 
in sfiall and decreasing numbers throughout the District 
Wild hog are common near both the great rivers and wolves 
filong the, bank of the Ganges are sometimes, dangerous to, 
human fife. Partridges, quai, and bares are common > and 
geese, duck, teal, and other aquatic binds haunt the marshes 
4n the cold weather, Fish are plentifi, and are freely used 
fr Foor. 

‘Phe climate fs hot and dry From April to July westerly Climate 
winds prevail; the rsiny season lasts till the end of Septenibex SH = 
foe beginning of October, and the enld weather begins ia =" 
‘November. ‘Tho District 1s, 00. the whole, well-drained, and 
is therefore fairly healthy. 

“The- average rainfall over 3 long series of years is 53 inches, Reet. 
‘evenly. distributed throughout. the District. From time to 
timethere are eonsiderable variations in the fal, which groatly 
affect agricultural conditions. In 1894 the amount was oF 
much 28 59 Inchés and in «897 only 19 inches 

‘The eatly history of the District is umusally meagre, owing History 
to the fact that it contained a town of importance, and was 
divided between kingdoms or provinces whose capaialt ware 
siwuated beyond its limite, Thus in the reign of Akbar it 
was ‘divided. between the amrkirs of Kawau), Ratt, and 
Koni On the fall of the Mughal empite the District Fell 
into the possessing oF the Bangash Nawab of Faanuxnanan, 

‘and remained in his power fram 17.38 0 17$4,when the Marithas 

wocupied the Lower Doth. After the great battle of Pantpat 

the Fanukhahsd Nawab again acquired part of the District, 

and gave some’ help to Shujisud-daala in his second attempt 
aa 
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against the Engl which ended in the vietory of the latter 
near Jajmau in 1765. ‘The revult of that event wae the 
festoration to the emperor Shah Alam Tl of a tract sett of 
the Ganges, including part of this District. A few yours later 
the Marithis again advanced, and the emperor joined them, 
‘The Qudh forces were sisccrsaful in driving the Marithiis out 
nf the Dos, and in 4773 the territory granted to the emperor 
was assigned to the Nawib of Oud About 1778 4 British 
cantonment was fourided at Cawnpore, and in 801 the whale 
District was ceded with other territory. ‘The later history is, 
uneventful til the date of the Mutiny of 257. ‘The events 
Of that terrible summer are described in detail in the article 0 
Cawnrore City.

‘Pand& Nadi on the 5th of July, and next day took Cainpore

cost of itigation fram wells almost prohibitive. ‘The fioethem 
halfof the District consists mainly of goo fertile loam, with 
some heavy rice soil and linge doar plains, particularly in the 
north and north-west. Along the Panda and Rind are found 
stretches of lighter loam with a distinctive red colour. Te the: 
extreme north a strip of very light soll or War ie found near 
the Ysan.

“The area under cultivation tus not increased during the Tast improve 
thirty years, nor is there much room for expansion... Important ss 
changes have, however, taken place in the crops sown, ‘These ter 
‘changes have bees In the direction of increasing the wrea under Pesicr 
the food:-crops of the poster classes, such a jowslr, rice, maids, 

‘and miior products, all of which are grown in the autumn, 
“The spring crops expecially mined wheat and barley, and 
mixed gram and peas, have decreased in atea, as have the 
‘rahiable autumn crops, cotton and augarcane. A substantial 
fncrease haa, however, heen effected in the atea double-cropped ; 
and_popey and poltioes, which are valuable copy thoogh 
‘eovéring a small ares, are being more largely, grown. Canat 
irrigation has also been extended to two important tracts in the 
vooth-west and north-east of the District A steady demand 
exists foradvances under both the Land Improvement andthe 
Agricalturiate! Loans Acts. ‘During the ten year esiding 199% the 
total advances were 1-7 lakhs of which Ra. 75,000 was 

in the famine year 1896-7. In normal yeats the loans amount 
ti Re. 3,009 ar Ra, 4,000. 

“The District has.no particular breed.of cattle, posts, or sheep, Cite, 
ahd the best aninals are all imported, the Manaxvex fair cles 204 
being the great source of supply. Horse-breeding is not carried 
‘oa in any par, and the ponies ordinarily bred are very inferior. 

Cawnpore is largely dependent on canals, Tn 19034 ott ein 
of 534. square miles irrigated, canals supplied 362, wells 140, 

‘and tanks ag. ‘Three main branches of the Lowke Gasors 
‘Cawat. supply the District namely, tho Cawnpore branch, the

several other classes of articles are also manulactured. The 
tpentyfive largest factuies gave employment in 1903 to neatly, 
17,202 hands, Outside the city there are few marifivetures, 
and these are confined to the pepiation of the articles requited 
for loeal use,

‘anafactured here are exported ro ll ports of the country, and 
several-classes of goods are sent abroad. Grain and. pases, 
oilseeds, ana sygar are exported hill: no corton, malt and 
saltperre, metals, snd picce-goods are imported for distribution 
tothe surrounding Diktricus ‘The trafic is largely cartied om, 
the rallway ; Dut graitt and cotton ate also brotight into’ Caserx 
‘pore by rouil and by the Lower Ganges Canal, . 

‘Cawapore is an important rallway junction. ‘The oldest line 
fis the East Indian Railway, sehict passes ueross the District 
from east to west. ‘Through communication with Bombay is 
supplied by the Indian Midland brinch of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway, while « branch of the Qudh and Kobillehand 
Railway runs to Lucknow. The CawnporeAchhnerd metre 
gatige fine travorses a tich tract in the Agm Division, and ie 
connected teith the Bengal and North-Western Railway. The 
District is well supplied with means of communication, being 
the centre of a system of metalied roads radiating in all rec 
Mons witha total length of 20¢ miles, maintained by the Public 
Works department, r48 miles being: repsited at the cost of 
Provincial revenues. ‘There are also 798 miles of onmetalled 
roucds in charge of the District boani. Avenues of trees are 
‘kept up on 567 miles, The main routes are the grand trunk 
read, and the roads from Cawnpore city to Jhansi and Sangor, 
and to Harolrpur. 

Cawnpore is not fiible to such severe famine 24 are the 
Districts situated to the west and south, but contains several 
trots in which distress is caused by drought. The terrible 
famine of 2770 extended to this District, and in 1783~4 people 
ani cattle died by thomands. Distress waa felt in rap, and 
the famine of 3837 visited Cawmpore with frightfal severity. 
Cattle died by herds and whole villages were depopulated. In 
860-1 some distress was felt, but the extension of canal irigne 
tion has buen very effective 10 prevent famine ; and in 1868-9

‘There is only one municipality, Cawnpore city ; bat five 
towns are altinistered under Act XX of 1856, The District 
‘board, whieh is in change of local affirs beyond the limits of 
these towns, had an ingome and expenditure of tg labs in 
1903-4, thiely derived from rates. ‘The expenditure included 
Ra, 60,000 mpent on ronda and boildings, 

‘There are 28 police stations; and the District Superin: 
tendent of police usually hav s Assistants, and a force of 
6 inspectors, 133. subordinate officers, and 621 constables, ia 
addition to 195 municipal sand town police, und 2,883 rural 
‘and fon police. The District jail contained a daily average of 
397 inmates in 1905, 

‘Cawnpore takes a fairly high place as reyardw the Hteracy of 
‘te population, anu 4 per cent (7; males ant ov females) could 
read and write in tgot.  This-is largely owing: to the presence 
of a great city, The number of public institutions irae from. 
234 With 7,028 pupils in 180-1 to 27x with 21.177 pupile in 
1900-4. In rgoges there were 263 public institutions with 
12,580 pupils, of whom. 529 were gia; besides 265 private 
schools with 3,406 pupils, including 134 iri More than 
44,000 of the total number of pupils were in primary clases. 
‘Three of the public schools were managed by Governinent 
nd 162 by the District and Municipal hoarda ‘the total 
expenditure on education was 1-1 Lakhs, of which Rs, 54000 
was met from subscriptions and other sources, Ra. 44,000 
from Local frndls, Rs. 21,000 from fees, and Re. 15,000 fron 
Provincial revenaes. The only college in the District is at 
‘Carnpore city, 

“There are 1 hospitals and dispensaries, providing wccommma-

‘Fhe hill must have been coveroil 
with Hindu texmples before the erection of the fort, for the 
dates of the inscriptions on the ‘icred sites are eaclior than 
those ‘on the gates of the fortress; and the ramparts consist 
largely of ornamental pitta, comices, and other fragments of 
‘carved! work, which evidently belonged to earlier edifices, 
Firishta speaks of it ay having been founded by Kedar Nath, a 
tepuited contemporary of the Prophet. in the seventh century 4.0 
‘Vhe Musalman historians make mention of the king of Kalina 
4 an ally of Jaipal, Raja of Lahore in bis unsuccessful invasion 
of Ghasni, 978.0.

'At the cession in 1801 the District of Allahahid included.

‘The first British settlement, which wax made 
in 1803 for three yetre, realized nearly 2H lakhs a yeu. Tt 
was in reality & farin to three persons, ome of whom was the 
Kajh of Benares, and. was marked by severity and inequality. 
‘The three, furmers took advantage of the numerous sales for 
arrears of revenue which followed to acquire land paying 
Gi likhs.

‘Allakithsd fa. n0t famous for xny particular trade'o¢ mani: 
facture, bat it has long been a mart of considerable: general 
importance. Its position on the East Indian ‘Railway giving 
direct access to Calcutta, with a branch towards Bombay, adds 
to the trade involved in supplying a large population. The 
construction of branches of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Rail 
way from Allahabsd to Fyztbad and Jaunpur, with x bridge 
over the Ganges, will add to the importance of the city. At 
present it exports grain and oilseeds; ancl the chief imports 
include grain, sugar, «i, oilseeds, piecexoods, and metals, 
somo of which are re-exported in ymall quantities. Printing is 
the most important organized industry. In 1903 the Govern 
ment Press employed 1,030 hands and ite tranches in, the 
Naint jail 287, while the Picnser Press employed 606, and 
there were about thirtysive smaller presses.

Thinsi forms part of the tect known as British Buw- History 
wmuxsann, and its history iu that of the Chandel and 
Bundeld dynasties which once ruled that urea. The earliest 
{raitions point to the. eecupation. of the northem postion. by 
Varihir and Katht Rajputs, and of the sonth by Gonds. |The 
(Chandels of Manon rose into power east of this District in 
the ninth century, but extended their power over it in the 
eleventh century, and have loft many memorials of their rale 
in temples and omamental tanks. After the defeat of the last 
rout Chandel Raji by Prithwt Raj in 1982, and the raids of 
the Muhammadans under Kutb-ad-din in 1202-3 anid Aluamsh 
in ¥254 the county relapsed into anarchy. The Khangtrs, 
‘an aboriginal tribe, who are said to have been the servants of 
the Chandels and ure now represented by a menial easte, hold 
the teat for some time and built the fort of Kassr, which 
‘anda just outside the British border in the Orchhi Sete, 
The Bondelis rose (0 power in the thineenth or fourteenth 
‘century and expelled the Khangirs. One of their chiefs, 
foamed Rudin Pratsp, was recognized by BAbac, and his sony 
Hikard Chand, founded. the city of Orchbt in 4551, The 
Bundelt power yradunlly extended aver the whole of this 
District and the adjacent territory, andthe authority of the 
Mughals was directly challenged, Tn. the early past of the 
seventeenth century the Orchlid Stxte was ruled by sr Singhs 
Deo, who built the fort at Jhansi. He incurred the heavy din 
pleusure of Akbar by the murder of Abul: Fal, the emperor's 
aynurite minister and historian, at the instigation of prince 
‘Saltm, afterwards the emperor Jahangir. A foroe was accord. 
ingly Sent agaimt him which wee defeated in 1602. On the 
accession, of Jahingtr in 1605, Ir Singh was pardoned and 
rose to great fuyyur; but when, on the death of the emperor, 
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in 1627, Shith Jahan mounted the throne, Bir Singh revolted, 
again, “The rebellion was unsuccessful, and Bic Singth died 
shoriy after, ‘The south of the District had already: fallen 
into the bands of another descendant of Rudra Prati, who 
founded the State of Chundert. In the latter half of the 
seventventh century x third Bundela Stace wes founded east of 
the District by Champat Rai, whose ym, Chhatar Sat, extended 
hhis authority over part of hun. On bis death, about 1734, the 
Martthis uitained the greater part Of the District under his 
will, and in 1743 forcibly extorted imost of the remainder from 
the Raj of Orchhs, Thanst remained under the Peshwis for 
some thirty years though in the south the R&jis of Chandert 
stilt maintained partial independence. After thar periad the 
‘Marithd, governors of the north ofthe District made themselves 
independent in all but name In 1817 the Peshwi ceded to 
the East India Contpany his sovereign rights over the iehole of 
Hundelkhand, and js the same year Government reengnized 
the hereditiry title of the Marktha governor and bis descen- 
dants to their existing possessions. The title of Raja was 
sgranted to the Thinsi house in. 1832 for services rendered in 
connesion with the siege of Bhamtpur. In 1839 the Political 
Agent in Bundetkhand was obliged to assume the administra 
tion in the interests of civil order, pending the decision of a 
dispute as to succession j and the management was not 
restored rill 1842, when mast of the District way entrusted (0 
Raja Gangidhar Rao. ‘The Raja died childless in 1853, when 

territories lapsed to the British Government and were 
formed into a District of Jhinsi. Meanwhile the Chaniert 
‘Suite, whieh comprised the south of the District and some 
tortitory west of the Betws, had also been acquired. A disio- 
fute and inefficient ruler, named Mor Yahltd, who! had 
succeeded in 1802, was. tmablé to control his vascal ‘Thakur, 
who made constant plundering expeditions into the neighbour. 
fing tervitory. In. 1811. thelr incursions on the villages of 
Gwalior provoked Sindhia to mensnres of retaistion, and Mar 
Pahiad was deposed, but ressived a grant of thittysone villages, 
In 1829 another revolt was-headed by the former R8js. Tt wes 
promptly suppressed, and the State was divided, Mir Pablai re- 
‘ceiving one-chird. Tn 1844, after the battle of Matarajpar,Sindhia 
‘ceded to the British Government all his share of the Chandett 
‘State as a guarantee for the maintenance of the Gwalior Con- 
ingent. ‘The territory vo.acquired wax constituted a Distriet 
‘ealled Chandler, with the stipilation. that the seversignty. nf 
‘the Rajs and! the rights of the inhabitants should be respected, 
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Tn 1857 there way considemble discontent in both the 
Thinsi and Chandets Districts, ‘The widow of Gangadhar Rao. 
was agyrieved, because she was not allowed to adopt an heir, 
land beeause the sliughter of cattle was permitted in Jbansi 
territory: Matdin Singh, the Rajé of Banputr tad for some 
time resented the withholding of certain honours. ‘The events 
of +857 ncvordingly found the whole istrict pe for rebellion. 
On Jone.$ a few men of the 12th Native Infuntry seized a walt 
fort in. the eantonment containing the treasure and magazine. 
Miny European officers were shot the sme day. ‘The re- 
mainder, who hatt then refuge in the main fort, expitulated 
afew days after und were massacred with their families to the 
rmimber af nisty-six persons, in spite of a promise of protection 
sion on the Koria and Ganges ater. ‘The Rant then 
amtempted to. seize the supreme authority; but the usual 
anarchic quarrels arose between the rebels, and the whole 
‘countty was plundered by the Orehhs Yeaders. ‘The Hundelis 
abo rose in the south, and Lalitpar, the head-qaariess of the 
Chander! District, was abandoned by the Beitish officials, who. 
rnilfered great hardships, but were not murdered. ‘The Raja 
then aiserted complete inJependenice and extended his rule 
into parts of Saugor District, but was driven back to Chander! 
by Sir Hugh Rose in January, 1858. On March 3. the 
British army forced the passes in the south of the Distriet 
and-marched north, Jhansi war reuched on March 20, and 
during the siege ‘Thntia Topl, who attempted a diversion, was 
completely defeated.

Commerce. ‘The most valuable exports of the District art oilseeds, gah 
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and pin, Grass, minor forest products, and road:metal are 
ako exported, sand hay was baled in targe quantities for the 
Military Department during the Tah expedition of 1895 and 
the South Affican War. ‘There is no surplus of grain, except 
fn very prosperous yeark Siigar, ealt, Kerosene ail, and grain. 
fare the chief imports Jhansi city, Mau-Ranipar, Lalitpur, 
and Chigaon ure the principal trade centres, and Cawapore 
fand Bombay absorh most of the trade. There is, however, « 
‘considerable amoutit of local traffic with the adjacent Native 
‘States, and also some through trade. 

‘Jhinal city has become an important railway centre. The 
‘main line of the Indian Midland Railway (now amalgamated 
with the Great Indian Peninsula) enters the south of the Dis: 
tric, and divides into two branches at Jhinsi, one striking 
northwest to Agrs and the other northesst to Cawnpore. 
‘A branch line from Jhtnsi crosses the south-east of the 
northem division of the District. ‘There are 1/295 miles of 
yoads, « greater length than-in any otter District of the United 
Provinces. Of the total, 340 miles are. motalled wd. ate 
‘maintained by the Public Works department, but the eoit of 
so miles charged to Local funds. “There are nyenues offtrees 
‘slong 364 miles. ‘The principal routes are: the road’ from 
‘Caymnpare to Sangorthtough Pate and Lalitpur, which traverses 
the District from end to end; and the: roads from Jini 10 
‘Gwalior on the north-west, anid to Nowgang on the south-east.

‘tailstorms, and. their natural consequence, fanning, which is 
generally Accompanied by disastrovx epidemics of ferer and 
cholera. No detaile are known of the famines which must 
have periodically devastated this tract; batt i» commonly said 
that farnine may be expected in Bundelkhand every fifth year. 

‘The first serious famine alter the Mutiny occurred in 1868-9, 
and it wns, probably the worst in the century, The rains of 
1868 ceased. prematurely and the autumn harvest was almost 
aa complete failures poorhouses were opened, and wubsequenty, 
relief works were started, which (ook the form of roads 
bridges, and irrigation embankments in JhAnsi District, and the 
‘excavation of tunks and consteuction of embatikiments in Lalit 
pur, ‘The total expenditure on this form of relief was carly 
33 lakhs, and the number of workers at one time roxe above 
3.000. Epidemicr-of small-pox and cholera followeal; and 
the clinwx came when the rains of 1869 broke, andthe ronda, 
Which were at that time unmetatled, became impassable. 
Excluding several partial losses of the harvest, Wie next great 
famine took place in 1896-7. Sinée the autumn of 1893°the 
Jrutums crops had been poo, and the spring exope even poorer, 
while “Aine lad spread rapidly, ‘The maine of 1895 ware 
deficient, and relief works were opened in February, 1896. In, 
‘May 43,000 persons were being relieved, and x terrible epis 
‘omic of cholera added to the loss of fife. ‘The works wera 
‘almost abandoned by the middle of July, and up to the end 
‘of August prospects were fair, ‘The monsoon, however, cessed: 
‘abruptly, prices rose with alarming rapidity, and. the relief 
frarks had to be reopened, ‘The autumn was also marked by 
aa virnlent epidemic of fever, which attacked even the wellto-do. 
The distress became most acute in May, 1897, when. nearly 
eojc00 persons wets being relieved. Large suspensions and 
remizions of revenue were made, and. relief works were clei 
in September, 1897. In 18go & short rainfall ayain caused 
great distreys ia the rest-sol.nrea,and the effects were inerensed 
Dy the high prices due to famine in Western India. 

"The fudiide of Lalitpar and Mabeont forms the sutivision of Digrct

District, anu the fiscal history of the two portions. of what ix 
now the District of Jhiinsi is thus distinct. After the lapse of 
Jhansi in 185 the thees Dixtricts of Jhansi, Chanclert (or Lalite 
pur), and Jalaun were pliced in charge of Deputy Superinters 
dents, under & Superintendent who was subordinate to the 
(Commissioner of the Saugor and Nerbudtda territories ut Jubbul- 
Pore. In 1858 these Districts (including Hamirpur up to 1865) 
wwere detached froin Jubbulpore and administered as a Division 
in.the Province of Agra on the noreregilation system, Finally, 
fn tots the Districts were inchided in the Allahthsd Division 
and were brought untler the ordinary laws, many:oF which Hud 
already heen applied. 

In Jhansi District proper the Marathi revenue system was 
ryehwiri, and the nominal demand was a rack rent, which 
could be paid only in very favourable seasons. Arrears wets 
ot, however, curied over from one year to another: The 
carly settlements of those portions of the District which were 
acquired between 1842 and. 1844 were of a summary nature, 
and only for short periods, ‘The first regular settletnent of the 
whole commenced with survey in t8sq, but was interrupted 
by the Mutiny and not completed rill 2864. Proprietary 
rights had been pattly introduced between +839 and 1843, and 
the sale of lind by docrex of the civil courts followed in 1862. 
‘The settlement, which was made by several officers on ifferent 
principles, resulted in an assessment of 4 lakh, as compared 
‘with previous demand of 5-6 lakhs, in addition to about 
Rs. seco due on account of wAtrix The demand. was 
undoubtedly reasonable; birt the rigid system of collection and 
the freedom of sile of land were new idexs that were not 
‘grasped by the people.

debt die Altogether, 1-473 applications were tried, and out 
(of total claim of 16-6 lakhs the Judge decreed 7.6 More 
than go per ent. of the amount decreed was pail in fall, 
‘namely, 424 pereent. in cash, 46 per eent. by lean from Govern 
ment, atid $2 per exnt. by sale of land, only ob per ext. being 
charged under the insolvency clause. Many estates were 
cloareil by sale of a portion only, A. striking feature of the 
‘proceedings was the rapid rise in the value of land, ‘The next 
revision of setilement was made between 1889 and 1892, This 
was carried out jnthe usual way by assessing or the actual 
Fentrolls, cutrected where niecessty by applying the: rates 
ascertained for different classes of anil. ‘The total reventic was 
alsed from 4:9 to 5-5 lakhs 

In the Lalitpur District conditions were different, for 
sainindari rights existed, except where the Markthis had 
‘extinguished them. The early British settlements were of a 
summary nature, and for short periods ; and though nominally 
based on recorded rentals or customary rates, a rystem of 
fanetion to the highest bidder was sometimes followes, with 
disastrous results. ‘The frst regular settleient was commenced 
fn 2853, bur was interruptest by the Mutiny, and waa not com- 
‘pleted til 1869. ‘The methods employed wore a compramnixe 
‘between the valuation of villages by applying rates found 
to be paid. for diferent classes of soll, and the valuation of 
the ‘assets actually recorded.

The jzaports inchude piece goods, malt, and 
metals. Henares city is the only trade centre, and absorbs 
a lange quantity of the produce of the District, while it it the 
chief place for the distbotion of imported goods Railways 
have now taken the place of rons as trade routes, and there it 
little trafic on the river except the carriage of stone and fuel 
froin Mirsspur.

rare of his son, Hatwant Singh, on whoa the tite of Rajt waa 
conferred. Halirunt Singh wat subsequently recognized as the 
saminda of Gangiput, and ini 1754 be received a nivenuetiee 
(grant of Chakis on payment of Re Saco. Later, on the 
accession of Shujtuddaula, half the reveriies of Korky were 
ranted to him in fapir, Tr. 1764, after the battle of Buxar, 
th territory held by Balwant Singh under the Nawab of Oudh 
‘was granted by the emperor to the Company, hut the Court of 
Directors disapproved the treaty and restored the yovereigin 
Tights to the Nawab. Dalwant Sirigh was succeeded in «770 
by Chet Singh; und the sovereignty of the tract under Iie 
‘contol was ceded to the Company In'1775. An agreement was 
aude witls Chet Singh confirming hie in his possessions 
subject to the payment of revenue: In 1778 the Rajt was 
required to pay for the maintenance of three battalions of 
sepioys, and in 1780 he was further required to pay for exvalty 
for the general service of the state.

Benares City (Haire, or Kasl)—Head-quarters of 
Benares District, with cantonment, United Provinces, situated 
in 25° 18"N. and 83° 1° E, on the left hank of the Ganges 
distance by rail from Caleutta 479 miles, and from Hombay 941 
tiles. The city isthe second largest in the United Provinces ; 
but its population includes a large number of pilgrims and is 
liable to considerable Guctuations.. ‘The numbers at the four

219467 (1891), 209,338 (1901). In 1901 the

‘The great antiquity of Benares ia 
‘attested by its mention in both the Malthbtrata and the RAm- 
Ayana; but details of its history are very scanty, and even the 
Purtinas only record one dynasty of kings It was close to 
Henares, in the deer-park which is identified with the country 
found SheNirn, that Gautama Buddha commenced to preach.

"The city at dha tine contAined 
wenty Hindu temples, with a gigantic copper image of Siva.

stone and icon respectively. The civil station, includlog the 
‘eourtsanet Central jail, ocupies the northern bank. The moat 
noteworthy of the modern buildings are the Mint, the Govern:

from India, granted large firs to Rhize Khin, and Khwajaie 
John materially atrengihened his penition by adopting Kier 
Khan's nephew, Karanphal, wx his son and heir, ‘The dynasty 
thus founded niled at Jaunpur for nearly a century, und ywoved 
formidable rivals to the sovereigns of Dethi,, -KiswajihJahiey 
died in 1399, and was succeeded by Karanphdl under the tile 
Of Mubarak Shah. An attempt wis made by Tkbitl Kin, de 
facto rolex of Dati, to-crush the ising: power, but without 
Success. Mubirak Shah died in x4ot and was succeeded by 
his brother, Tbrahim Shih, who, like his successors, was a 
‘builder of magnificent mosques and &. patron of learning. Tn 
1407 Ibethim achieved his desire and took Kanauj, Sambal, 
And Baran (Bulandshaz). He was approaching Dethi, wiser. 
‘news came that Mozaffar Shah (1) of Gujarit, had defeated 
Hoshang Sith of Malwa, and had designs on Jaunpur. brahim 
therefore withdeen, giving up his new acquisitions of Sambal 
and Baran, By 14¢4, Khir Khin acquired the supreme 
fpower at Delhi. Thethtin was thu for tine free Gram danger 
in that quatter, and: set ont in 427 to attack Kate, but was 
‘opposed by Mublrak Shah, who had succeeded! Khisr Khan ia 
ty2#, He made another unsucoesaful attempt in 1432, and also 
javaded Bengal and other adjoining territory. brit died in 
14a, and was muccended by his son Mahmod, who. was 
illomed by the king of Malwa to attack Kalpt in 1444, in ordet 
to punish an impious governor. Mahmid attempted to retain 
this fief, but was compelled to.resign it, He then ancked) 
Chinte and laid waste Ori, and in 1452 advanced to Delhi 
uring the absence of Hablot Lodi, who had. ascended the 
throne a year earlier. Bahlol retumed and Mabmd setieed 5 
Duta few years later hostilities again broke out and. continsid 
fill Mahmad's death in r459. His eldest son, Muhammad 
‘Shah, wae killed alter a few months and was succeeded. by 
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‘nother son called Husain Shih. Far some years Hissin con- 
fined his incursions to Orisa, or to Bundelkhand and Baghe)- 
Khand ; but at length he too undertook to inrade Delhi, 
‘and lost his Kingdom in the venture. The Grst expedition 
took place in r473,and during the next few years forttine 
inclined now to one side and now to the other. In 198, 
however, Huswin was. twice defeated in the Central Dod, 
and Jaunpar fell. Hasain maintained honilities in’ various 
directions, and in +487 recovered Jaunyaor for a time, but wan 
soon driven out again, and Barbak Shah, son of Buhlol, became 
Bavemor, Bahlol died in 148 and was succeeded by his sory, 
Sikandar; Birbak Shah also claimed the throne, and was de- 
feaied, bat restored to his governorship. Revolts continued, 
and Husain Shah made » final effort aboot 1496, but was 
‘epelled and died few years later. When Ibratim, last of the 
Lodis, was defeated and killed by Bahar at Panipat in 1526, 
Bahidur Khia, the governor of Bihir and Jaunpur, asserted 
his independence ; but after the fall of Agra and: Delhi, Rabat 
sent his son Humdyin eastward. The Mughal rule was not, 
however, firmly established, and the Pathiea under Sher Shih 
and his successors govemed the country for « time On the 
revival of Mughal power, Jaunpur fell before Akbur's general in 
41559) und remained in the Mughal empire ell its break up, 
though rebellions took place soon after the caprure of the city, 
‘At the reorganization of the empire in 1575 Allahabsd became 
the capital of the province in which Jaunpur was included. 
‘Nothing worthy of note occurred in connexion with this Dis. 
{rice until x722, when it passed to the Nawab of Oudh. Some 
Years later it was granted to Mansi Rim founder of the 
Buxanes Esrarn; and it remained in the possession of his 
family, with the exception of the fort of Jaunpur, though the 
‘Bangash Nawab of Farrukhihid nominated a govemor about 
A750 after defeating the Nawab of Oudh. The District was 
led to the British in 1775, with the rest of the peavinee of 
Benares 

From that time nothing occurred which eallé for notice till 
the date of the Motiny. On June 5, 1857, news of the Benares 
revolt reached Jaunpur. “The sepoys of the treastiry guard at 
‘once miutinied and shot their own officers, as well as the Joint 
Magistrate. ‘They then marched off 10 Lucknow without 
molesting the other Eurdpeans, who made goud their escape 
to Henares, The Disirict continued in a sate of complete 
‘anarchy till the arrival of the Gurkha force ftom Azamgath on 
‘September &. ‘The civil officals then returned to Jaunpur, and 
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the police stations were re-established ; but the north and west 
Of the District remained in rebellion. In Nowember, owing to 
the aétive levies made by Mahal Hasan, who styled himself 
Nazim of Jaunpur, most of the surrounding country was lost: 
‘again But in February, 1858, the rebels of the north and west 
wore defeated and dispersed ; and in May the last smouldering 
‘embers of disaffection were stiffed by the repulse of the ine 
gent leader, Jurht Singh, fram Machhilahahr at the hanes OF thie 
people thenvelves.

He sean declared 
Ikimsclf independent; and for nearly a century, ae tas been 
related in the history of JAuNron Distaicn; his successors 
ruled a varying area, which sometimes extended from ‘Bilis to 
Sambhal and Aligarh (Koil)y while they even threatened Delhi 
Jaunpur remained the seat of a governor til the reorganization: 
‘ob the empire by Akbar, who mised Allahihdd (0 the portion 
‘of & peavincial capital. From that date Jaunpur declined in 
Political impanance, though: it retained some.of its former 
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reputation. as a. centre of Mubemmadan leaming, which had 
tBiined for it the tithe of the Shiri of India; On the 
acquisition of the province of Benares in 1775, Jaunpur 
hhecame British territory, and an Assistant was posted here sub 
ordinate to the Ketident of Henares. A Judge Moxistrato was 
appointed in x295, and in yx Jaunpur became the head-quaer 
tera of a Sub-Collector and shorily afternards of a Collector. 
‘The main’ portion of the town lies on tbe Jeft bank of 
the Gumtt, while some outiying quarters and the civil station 
are situated om the right bank. ‘The river i crossed here by 
& magnificent stone bridge built by Munim Khin, governor 
finder Akbar. In the city proper are situated the splendid 
moniments of the Jaunpur ings, which form the finest 
specimens of Pathin architecture in Northen India Very 


mound. ‘The materials were largely obtained from temples. 


morgue; which was built by Ibetlitm Shah on the site of Jai 
‘Chand’ temple ar Muktaghts, but was demolished by Sikandar 
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Lol The Lal Darwaza mosque, erected by Bibl Rajy, the 
queen of Mahrmdd Shih, is smaller than the Atila Masjid, the 
fropylon being only 49 feet high. The claisters, whielt are of 
tune story, are in a poor atate of preservation, ‘The Jama 
Masjid, or great mosque of Hustin Sha, is believed to have 
been founded as early ak 1438; but work on it was suspended 
for many years, and it was not completed till 1478. ‘The 
mosque stands ons caised terrace, and its courtyard. is 
surrounded on three sides by cloisters with aisles, the upper 
story of which was polled down by Sikandar Lodi. ‘There is 
‘& miemsive domed entrance gateway in each of these sides, 
‘which also suffered at the hands of the Lod! king, and the 
fourth is occupied by the mosque. proper with its majestic 
figads iq feet in height. ‘The. mosque is being yradually 
restored. Close to the northern gateway stands a small 
‘enclosure in which lis the shodest toihts of Hussain Shah and 
some of his deseendants the tombs of the earlier rulers being 
situated ona platform in another part of the city. Many 
smaller mosques and tombs are to be seen; butt no traces 
sist of the palaces und college which once graced Jaunpur, 
‘The modern public huildings are few and unitaportant; they 
fnchide the ustial courts and two dispensaries, one of which is 
maintained by the Zanina Bible und Medical Mission. 

Jaunpur has been a municipality since 1867. During the 
ten years ending 199% the income and expenditure averaged 
Rs. 39,000 and Rs. 37,000 respectively. In 1903-4 the 
income was Rs. 38,000, chiefly from oetrai (Rs. 39,000) and. 
rents and fees (Ks. 11,000); nd the expenditure wan 
Rs. 57,000, including conservancy (Rs. 14,009), administration 
and collection (Rs. 10,000), and. public safety (Rx. 11,090) 
“The town celebrated for the manufacture of perfumes from 
the flowers of the rose, jasmine, and screw-pine, and from the 
root of the Bhasthar grass (Andrepogim muricate), Papier 
amiiché articles, uch a4 cigarcases, book-covers, Sc, are alo. 
made. The town was formerly noted for its paper manus 
facture, bat this bas died out. There is some trate in grat, 
and in the distribution of imported goods ; but Jaunpur is not 
fn important commercial centre. ‘Two high schools and six 
of lower grade have a tral attendance of 6o7 pupils. In 
-ddition to these, Arabic is taught at the J&ma Masjid.

“The ancient name 
of the town was Ghiswa, derived front a har chief, Ghia, 
eho is said to have ruled in the nelgtbourhoud, Ie i 
situated in the midit of a lowlying damp tmct of country, 
and its present name of Machhlishalr, oc * Fishtown,’ was 
given to it owing to its lishility to foods. No details ato 
known of its hirtory’ but it contains the ruins of an ancient 
fort and, seventeen, mosques, most of which are dilapidated, 
The Karbala was built in the thirteenth century, and the 
Jima Masjid by Husain Shih of Jaunpur. Machblisiahe is 
Administered under Act XX of 1836, with an income of 
about Re 1,600, Tt contains the usual 42487 offices, and also 
a Wispenairy and a middle school with 147 pupils. ‘These 
is Title trade.

ZafarabAd—Town in the District and faAsi? of Jaunpur, 
‘United. Provinces, situated in. 25" 42" N, and 82° 447 Es on 
the right bank of the Guratt, and on the Ouh snd Rohilkhand 
‘Railway, § miles suuil+east of Jaumpar city, A branch line to 
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Allabithad is under construction, Population (1901), 3,618. 
‘Accoriling to local tradition, the town was formesly koown ai 
‘Manaich, and contained forts named Asni and Ratigarh, It 
han recently been suggested by Major Vost that Manaich is 10 
‘be identified with the Manaj, Munj, &c,, of the Musalmiin hix- 
torians, which was.stormed by Mabmid of Ghaani in tory! 
During the next-x70 ynars the town was included in the king- 
dom of Kanauj, and in 1194 it fell into the hands of Muhaen- 
mad bin Sim. If the identification with Ast or Asnt be correct, 
this wns the place whither Jai Chand had sent his treasure for 
‘safety, and at which the Musalmin conqueror received the 
allegiance of the Hindu princes, In 1321 Ghiyas-ud-din Tuh- 
Jae ser bis sn, Zafar, with au arony to erush the Rajputs here; 
‘but tradition says thut, instead of fighting, a discussion on the 
‘merit of Hinduism and Tslim took place, and the Rajpat chit 
was vanquished and becamea Musalmin. Zafar Khas assurned 
the governorship, and the name of the town wna changed to 
Zafarthad. In 1359 Flrox Shih ‘Tughlak passed through hene 
and decided to found a new city. After the building of Jaun- 
pur the older town decayed.  Zafarabad, however, stitl contains 
inany remains of great interest. ‘The Masjid of Shaikh Barat,

‘Tradition refers the foundation of the city of Ghistpur 60 a Tiacrs 
rnythical hero, Gidb, who in sat to hve called hin stronghold 
Gadhyar. Nothing definite is known of the early history 
the District, which wan however, certainly incl in 
Kingdom of the Guptas of Masai in the fourty and 
enturies 4.0. Hiuen “Tsiang, the Chinese pilgrim, in 
seventh century, found a kingdow called Chen-Chis. in 
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‘neighbourhood, the site of the capital of which thas not beetr 
salistctorily identified. He noted that she soil wax rich and 
regularly cultivated, and the towns and villages were close 
together.

Tn 1194 Bihtr and the middle Ganges valley were conquered’

ravines of Exiwah ; and the whole country as far as Bengal lay 
at hia merey, During the succeeding century we bear litle of 
the present District’; but about the year 1330 the city of 
Ghistpar was founded (according to a probable tradition) by 
1 Saiyid chief, named Masad, sho slew the local Hindu Raja 
in tattle.

‘which gave the tame 10 the newly-ounded city, Fromor3o4 
to 1476 Ghiarpur was. incorporated (n the dominions of the 
‘Shark dynasty of Jaunpur, who maintained their independence 
for nearly a century astivals to the rulers of Delhi. | Aftertheir 
fall, ic was reunited to the dominions of the Delhi Salitnsy 
and was conquered like the surrounding country by the Muighat 
‘emperor, Babar, after the battle of Panipat in t5326. ft) 1539, 
however, the southern border of the District, close to Buxar in 
Shihabsid, was the scene of. w decisive engagement between 
the Afghan prince Sher Shah and Humtyan, the son of Babar, 
in which the latter was utterly defeated und driven out of the 
‘country, 

‘Shor Sith’s victory settled the fate of Ghietyur for the text 
wenty years. It remained in the undisturbed possession. of 
the Afghins, not only through the reigns of the three ernperars 
thelonging to. the Sari dynasty, but throughout the restored 
supremacy of Humdydn. It wis not till the thind year of 
‘Akbar that Ghdaipur ras recovered for the Mughal throne by 
Khin Zann, governor of Jaunpur, from whors the town of 
Zaminia derives its name. After his rebellion and death in 
1566, the District was thoroughly united to the Dethi etmpines 
and organised under the Shih of Allahabid, During the 
palmy days of Akbar’s successors the annals of Ghiztpar are 
purely formal and administrative, until the rising of Nawibs of 
‘Oudh xt the beginning of the eighteenth century, In agsz 
Saddat Khin made himself practically independent as vieeroy 
oF Oudk, About 1748 he appointed Shaikh Abdallah, A native 
ofthe District, who had fied from the service of the governor 
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‘at Patna, to the conrinand of Ghadnr, Abdullah 1 lef his 
‘mark in the city by his splendid tailings. Hie son, Fal Al, 
sueceeded him ; but after various vicissitudes was expelled. by 
Raji Balwant Singh of Henares, Balwant Singh died in 1770, 
and the Nawab was competed by the English to allow his 
illegitimate son, Chet Singh, to inherit his ttle and principatity. 
In 1775 the miserainty of the Benares province wus ceded to the 
British by the Nawtb Wadi, Asafud-daul. ‘The new govem 
‘ment continued Chet Singh in his fet until the year 4781, when 
he-rebelled and was deposed by Warren Hastings, 

Tn 1857 order was preserved till the mutiny at Azmgarh 
became known on June 3. The fugitives from Asamgath 
farcived on that day, and oral outbreaks took place. The 
63th Native Infantry, however, remained stanch, and 100 
Eurupean troops on their way. to Benates were detained, 50 
thar order was tolerahly re-estabtished by June 16. No further 
distance wccurred rill the news of the mutiny at Binajore 
arrived on July 27, ‘The 65th then stated their intention of 
Joining Kusr Singh's force ; hot after the rebel defaat at Arrab 
they were quietly disarmed, und some European’ troops were 
stationed at Ghistpor. No difficulties arose till the siegs of 
Asamgarh yaw raised in April, when the rebels came. fying 
down the Gogr und across the Ganges to Arab. The dis- 
orderly element again rose, und by the end of June the eastern 
fulfofthe District was utterly disorganized. In July, 1858,n force 
Wa sent to Balt, which rove the rebels out of the Ganges 
Gogrk Doab, while another column cleared the pargunar north 
of the Ganges’ ‘The Ampanar south of the river remuinsed ie 
rebellion tll the end of October, when troops were sent wcros, 
Which expelled the rebels and completely restored! order.

Arigation, Tn 1903-44 323 Syuare miles were icrigated from wells, 435 
from tanks and swamps, and 211 from other sources Wells 
are chiefly important in the southern half of the upland area 
between the Gogra and Rapti, and their wse decreases as the 
latter river is approached. North of the Raptt they are liardly 
used at all. Water is invariably raised from them by the lever 
fr by two pots slung on a wheel. The small natural ponds and 
swamps, which are so numerous in the District, are everywhere 
used for irrigation, in addition to the small tanks which have 
been excavated. The swing basket is used to raise water from 
these sources of supply.

‘About 8 per cent. of the total cultivated area is irrigated, Inigtion, 
Water is supplied from long channels fed along the hillsides, 
or by diverting water from the hill streams as required. Springs 
fre also used, ‘There are no wells, and water is never raised 
by artificial means, In the Hhihas, irigation is supplied by 
& sniall cana} from the Stra. 

The ‘reserved ' forests cover more than 100 square miles, Forats 
and a further area of 26 square miles is‘ protected" and nder 
the charge of the Forest department. ‘These forests are 
situated at the foot of the hills or in the outer minges. Si 
{Shorea robusta) is the most valuable timber tree. Baimboos, 
Turpentine, catechu, grass, and fel are also extracted. Besides 
these tracts, however, the whole of the District, excluding the 
lands which were measured ut settlement, haa been declared

Even more important’ 
tbe through tude with Tbe Borax, salt, and. wool ure the 
chief items received from ‘Tibet, the value of wool passing 
through being nearly ¢ lukhe anntially. In recent years trade 
centres have moved. Almora was formerly the chief enporinmy} 
‘and the merchants of that place had branch establishments at 
Bageshwar and Champawat, where they met the Bhotits, who 
brought down the: products of Tibet. The Bhotils, however, 
now travel down to the submoneine markets of EAmnagan, 
Haldwiny, and Tasakpor, and are even venturing to Calcutts 
and Bombay. An extensive: cart trafic ia carried on. between 
Baijnsth, Almora, Ranukhet, and Kathgodim, and small bazara’ 
are springing up in many. places.

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Dwarhat.—Village in the Audi? and: District of Ab

the remains of many beautifully exrved temples are scattered 
About Some were desecrated by the Robillas in the eighteenth 
century, and are no longer sed for worship, In the principal 
temple are several images, two bering inscriptions of the 
eleventh centary.

Garbyaing.—Station in Almork District, United. Provinces, 
on the trade route from Taxaxrue to Tibet, situated in 
30° 8 N. and 80° 52” E,, ncar the junction of the: Kuthi 
Vaokti and. Katapani, which form the Katt or SiKDR river 
‘The road divides at this place, one branch going to. the Lipa

Garhwal District—Western District of the Kumaun Divi. 
sion, United Provinces, lying between 2g° 26° and. 55° s*N, 
sand 78° 12’ and 80" 6" B,, with an ares of 5,629 square miles 
Ik is bounded on the north by ‘Tibet ; on the south-east by 
Almom and Naint Tal; on the south-west by Bijnor; and 
on the northwest by the State of ‘Tebrt. ‘The District 
extends from the submontane pln across the central axis oF 
the Himalayas to the watershed between the drainage systems 
of the Satlej and the Ganges. It consists for the most part of 
rugged motintain ranges, which appear to be tossed about in 
the most intricate confusion, They can, howover, be ultimately 
‘iced to the great watershed, and by their general direction 
from north-<ast to south-west they determine the course and 
direction of the drainage channels, ‘The greater part of the 
District is included in the basin of the GaNces, the principal 
tributary of which is the Alaknandé. ‘This stream is formed 
by the junction of the Bishanganga with the Diauligangs, both 
tising near the watershed and flowing southavest, their upper 
‘courses being divided from that of the Mandakint, which joins 
the Alaknandi at Rudraprayag, by a massive spur of mountains 
At Devaprayfg, on the border of Tehrt State, the Aluknands 
fmeets the Bhighathi, their valleys being separated. by another 
lofty range: “The combined stream now auzumes the-name of 
the Ganges; and from the point of junction separates Garhwal 
from ‘Tehri and subsequently from Dehta Dan.

‘The earliest dynasty of which records exist was thit of the 
Katyarin, According: to traditive, they bad their origin at 
Josbtnatls inthe corth of the District, and thence spread to 
the soutlyeastand into Almort. “The country was subsequently 
divided among 4 seties of petty chief. Local tradition states 
that a Raja, named Ajaya Pala, reduced the petty.chiels abous 
the middte.or close of the fourteenth century and settled. at 
‘Dewalgarh ; but a successor, named Mahiput Shih, who lived. 
‘carly itt the seventeenth century and, founded Srinagar, was 
Dowibly the first of the line to: establish. real 
‘The Gathwal: Rajis fint came into conflict with theit 
ours, the Chands of Almor, about 1381, when Rudra Chand 
Attempted, but without success, to invade Garhwi.. Subsequent 
attempts were also repulsed. In 1654 Shih Jahan dispatched 
san expedition to eneree Raja Pirtht Shih, which ended in. the 
separation of Debra Don from Garhwil.

Pradip Shah (1717-72), however, recovertil 
Gathwal, and held the Din till, in 1757, Najib Khan, the 
Rohilla, established his authority thete, Im 1779 Lalat Shit 
of Garhwal defeated the turper who was ruling in Kamaun, 
and allowed his ean, Parduman Shah, to become Rajt of that 
fertitory. A few years later, on the death of his brother, 
Parduman Shih held both Garhwal and Kumaun for a year 
but he then preferred the more certain tenure of his own 
Sominions to the intrigues of Almord, and retired to Seinagat. 
‘The Gurkhas conquered Almora early in r790 and made

Symptom of diauection occurred ax early us the month of 
Apel, when the house of the surgeon to the 48th yaa burned 
‘down in revenge for a supposed inalt to taste. Sir Henry 
Lawrence lumediately took step to meet the danger by 
fortilying the Residency and accumulating stores. On Aptil 30 
the men of the 7th Oudh Irregulars refused to bite rheic 
scartridges.on the ground that they had been greased with 
cows! fat, "They were induced with some diticulty to retuen 
to their Hines. On May 3 Sir Henry Lawrence revolved to 
daptive te mmutinous regiment of its arms—a step which wis 
not effected without serious delay, 

‘On May 2 Sir Henry bela darhir, and made an impressive 
speech in Hindastini, in whieh he called upon the people 10 
uphold the British Government, ax most tolerant to. Hinduy 
‘and Muhuminadans alike. Two days earlier the outbreak at 
Meerut had taken place, and a telegram brought word of the 
event on the morning after the darhdr, On May 19 Sir Henry 
Lawrence received the supreme military command in Ouith, 
He immestiately fortified the Residency ant the Machchbi 
Rhuwan, bringing the women and children into the formes 
building. On the night of May 30 the expected Insurrection 
tbroke out in Lucknow. ‘The oven of the 7rat, with a few from 
the other regiments, began to burn the bungalows of theit 
“officers and to murder the inmates, Prompt action was taken, 
aand early next. morning the European force attucked, dispersed, 
‘and followed ip for ten miles the retreating mitineers, who were 
Joined during the xetion by the 7th Cavalry. ‘The rebels fled 
Towards Stapur. Although Lucknow thos remained in the 
hands of the British, by June 42 every station in Oudh Dal 
fallen into the power of the mutineers. ‘The Chief Com 
iissinner sill held the cantonments (then situated north of the 
Gumtt) und the two fortified posts; but the symptoms of 
disaifection in the city snd among the remaining native troops: 
were urunistakable, In the midst of suctt a crisis: Sir Henry 
‘Lawrence's health anhappily. gave way. Hie delegated his 
‘authority to a council of five, presided over by Mr Gubbinn, 
the Financial Commissioner ; but shortly. after he revovered, 
sufBciently to renme the command, On Juine 11, however, 
the miliawy police and native cavalry broke into open revolt, 
followed on the succeeding morning by the native infantry. 
‘08 June 20 news of the fall of Cawnpore artived ; anul of the 
3oth the enemy, 7,000 strong, advanced upon Chinhat,

On the and, as Sir Henry Lawrence lay’on his bed, a shell 
entered the room, burst, end wounded him mortally. He 
lingered till the morning of the 4th, and then died in great 
agony. .Major Banks #uccceded to the civil command, ‘while 
the military authority devolved upon Brigadier Inglis On 
July 20 the enemy made an unsuccessful assault. Next day: 
Major Banks was shot, and the sole command was undertaken 
By Inga On August to the mutineers attempted a second 
assault, which was again uossccessful. A third assault took 
Place-on the x8th ; but the enemy were losing heart as they 
fognd the small garrison 50 well able to withstand them, and 
the repulse proved compratively easy. 

Meanwhile the British within were dwindling away xnd 
eagerly expecting reinforcements from Cawnpore. On Sop- 
tember ¢ news of the relieving force under Outram and 
“Hiivelock reached the garrison by = faithful native messenger. 
‘On September 22 the relief arrived at the Alambagh,-= walled 
garden’ on the Cawnpore rond held: by the enemy. in Fores 
‘Havelock stormed the Alambagh, and on the 25th fimyght is 
‘way against continnows opposition. through the eastern out 
skirts of the city: On the 26th he arrived at the gate of the 
Residency enclosure, and was welcomed by the gallant 
Ulofenders within.

ab libeny, Night and day the enemy kept up 2 consinsoa

“Gefence, and a small pany vit up in the Alambigh and eut 
eff unexpectedly from the main body also contrived to bok its 
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angerous post. Meanwhile Sit Colin Campbells force fad 
advanced from Cawnpore, and arrived at the Alambigh on 
November 10. From the day of his landing at Caleutta 
Sir Colin had nover eoused in his endeavours to collect ait 
army t0 relieve Lucknow, by gathering together the liberated 
‘Dolhi field force and the fresh reinforcements from England: 
On the 12th the min body threw itself into the Alambigh, 
after a smart skirmish with the rebels. Sir Colin next occupied 
the Dilkusht palace, east of the: town, and then moved against 
the Martiniére, ‘which the enemy had fortified with guns. of 
‘postion. After carrying the post he forded the eanal, and om 
the r6th attacked the Sikandra Haghs, the chief rebel stronghold, 
‘The mutineers, driven to bay, fought desperately, but before 
evening the whole place was in the hands of the British. As 
toon as Sir Colin Campbell reached the Mott Mahal, on the 
outikins of the city proper, General Havelock came out from 
the Residency to meet him, and the second relief was success: 
fully accomplished, 

Even now, however, it was impossible to hold Lucknow vac 
‘and Sir Colin Campbell determined, before undertaking any So 
firther offensive operations, to retum to Cawapore with his 
army, escorting the civilians, women, and children reacted from 
their long imprisonment in the Residency, with the object of 
forwanling them to Calcutta. On the morning of November 40y_ 
the troops received orders to march for the Alambagh ; and 
the Residency, the scene of 30 long and stirring x defence, way 
abandoned for awhile to the rebel army. Hefore the final 
departure, Sir Heury Havelock died from an attack of dysentery, 
He was buried in the Alambayh, without: any momannent, 
ja cross on a neighbouring tree marking for a time his last rest- 
lingsplace, Sit James Outram, with 3,590 men, held the Alam 
bah until the Commanderin-Chief could return to recapture 
the eapital’ ‘The rebels usod the interval for the fortification 
‘of their stronghold to. the utmost of their knowledge and 
power. They surrounded the greater part of the city, for 
8 circuit of 20 miles, with an external Tine of defences, ex 
tending from the Gumtt 10 the canal. An earthen parapet 
‘was naised bebind the canal: 2 second. line of entrench 
ments connected the Moth Mahal, the Mesy-house, and the 
Imtmbire; while the Kaisar igh constituted the rebel 
‘citadel. Stockadles and parapets closed every street ; aisd loop 
Toles in all the houses afforded ah opportunity for defending 
the passage iach by Inch.

(On March 2, 1838, Sie Colin Campbell found himself free 
‘envtigh in the rear 10 mareh once more upon Lucknow. He 
first occupied the Dilkushs, and posted guns to command the 
‘Martiniére. On March 5 Brigadier Franks arrived with 6,000 
men, half of them Gurkhas, sent by the Raja of Nepal, 
‘Outram’ forces then crossed the Gumtl, and advanced froin 
the direction of Fyzib8d, while the main body attacked froat 
the southeast. After a week's hard fighting, (rom March g to 
15; the rebels were completely defeated, and their posts 
fone by ane. Most of the insurgents, however, escaped. As 
soon as it Yetame elear thar Lucknow bad been permanently 
recovered, and that the enemy asx combined body had ceased 
6 exist, Sir Colin Campbell broke up the British Oudh army, 
tind the wotk of reorganization began.

Lucknow remained the 
capital of a separate administration till 1877, shen the post 
of Chief Commissioner of Ough was united with that of 
Lieutemnt-Governor of the North-Western Provinces.

‘been cleared away. ‘The ahattered walls of the main lack of 
thnildings in which Sir Henry Lawrence received bis fatal 
‘wound, Dr. Fayrer's house where he died, the noble banquet- 
ing hall used during the siege as a hospital, the cellar wliere the 
‘women and children took refuge, and several other buildings 
are still standifg, while igh above all the topmost tower still 
tears its battered vides. Further decay bas been prevented by 
‘extefully executed repairs, and the grounds have been levelled 
‘and torfed, Yn one corner, under the shade of many expresses, 
fe the tombs or cenotaphs of some 2,000 Europeans wha \\ 
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petished during the Mutiny. “The palaces of Sandat AU Khan 
nd Ghaxtuddm Haidar Tie east of the Residency, adjoining 
each other. Only portions remain of the vast Farhat Baksh. 
‘The part of this building which overlooks the river was corr 
structed by General Claude Martin and sold by him to Sadat 
All Khan. It is ow joined to the larger Chhattar Maneil 
built by his miccessor, and the whole building is used asuclaby 
‘Other portions of the Farhat Bakhsh are the Lal Baradart and 
the \Gulistin-i-Tnm, which are now the Provinelal AMtweum. 
‘The former building was the throne-room of the Oud Kings, 
and in it a serious disturbance took place in’ 1837, when ant 
attempt was made to prevent the accession of Muhammad-Alt 
Shah. A fine court for the Judicial Commissioner. of Oudh 
has recently been completed opposite thin building, with 
a chamber used. for meetings of the Provincial Legislative 
Countil. A short distance to the south are the stately tombe 
‘of Sadat Alt Khan and his wife, and behind them the Canning: 
College and the lange quadrangle forming the Kaisa TMgh. 
“The later has already commenced to decay and one aide has 
‘been removed. ‘The other sides have been allotted ta the 
taluhdtirs of Oudh as residences. East ofthese buildings le the 
‘Tariwitl Kothi, the Khurshed Manzi, called after the wife: of 
Sagdat All Khin who commenced it, the Mott Mahaly, which 
also includes the Mubirak Manzil and the Shih Maxi! oF 
arena, and the Shih Najaf, where Ghixtud-din Haidar i 
Iruried. A large horticultural garden then intervenes, on the east 
of which i the Sikanidra Bagh, where fierce fighting took place an 
the second relief. Another large public gunden, ealled the Wiig- 
field Park after a Chief Commissioner, lies on the east of the 
‘ity, and south-east of this is situated the Martiniére College.

‘The Ditkushit palace i situated in eantonmente, 
‘Viewed from a distince, Luckoow presents a pleture of 
wnunual magnificence and architectural splendows; whl fades 
‘ty wares view into the ordinary aspect of «crowded Oriental 
fown. “Some of the most striking buildings, whet: Yook Wika 
rurble in moomlight, are shown by the disillusioning aun tobe 
‘egradéd examples of stucco and brink Flying buttresses to 
“support nothing but one another, copper domes git from top 
to Dotto, Wurnishes! winbreliss, ant balusteades of burnt elsy 
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(orm frequent features in the tawiiry architecture which renders 
the distant uspect of Lucknow so bright and sparkling. Imme- 
fiately afer the Mutiny awide glacis was cleated round the 
Machehhl Bhawary, and three military 1oads, radiating fram this 
point as x centre, were cut right through the heart of the mative 
‘quarter. “The city itself contains shops of the ordinary style and & 
few large private residences, ‘The civil tation, which adjoins the 
‘eastern sida ofthe city, has a fine thoroughfare lined with the 
shop of Europesn tradesmen, called Hazratganj, at the end of 
‘which is the Lucknow residence of the Lieutenant-Governor, 

Lvekhos is the head.quarters of the principal court in Oud, Oficial

Tach 
now is the headquarters of the Oudh andl Robilkhand Railway 
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Volunteer Rifles, the Lucknow Volutiteer Rifles, and the Oudls 
‘squadron of Light Horse. 

“The eity ix more noted for its manufactures than for general 
trade ; bat its industries bave suffered from the changes brought 
bout’ by British rule. Under the prodigal waste and. lavish 
Aisplay of its latest kings Lucknow was. centre for the prociuc= 
tion of rich fabrics and costly jewellery? ‘The kings have 
departed, anit their descendants and, those of the nobles of the 
‘court who still inhabit the city live of: pensions which are fast 
becoming subwlivided to a yinishing point. Cotton fabrics am 
still manvufuettred of all grades, from the coarsest cluth to the 
finest mistin and cotton prints. An important industry cone 
nected with cotton is the fimous ¢hiden on einbroidery in ilk 
‘on cotton on riuslin. ‘The work affords employment to many 
‘worsen and children of good family who are tow impoverished, 
sani very tasteful articles are produced. Lucknow is also cele 
brated for embroidery with gold and silver thread, but the 
demand for this is decreasing.

‘sion of the United: Provinces, lying north-east of the Ganges, tie ron 
‘hetween 26° 8" and 27° 2° N. ne So% a" and 81° 3° E., with wn putea” 
‘prea of 1,792 square miles. It is bounded on the north by "tea 
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‘Hardot; on the north-east by Lacknow and Rae Batelt; on 
the southent by Rio Bareli; and on the southwest, the 
Ganges divides it from Camnpore and Fatehpur, The greater 
part of Unio forms a gently undulating upland, in which ridges 
‘of high and rather sandy land alternate with depressions of 
stiffer soil. ‘The deeper depressions contain mote or less per-

‘Unao exports grain, sugar, and Ai, and imports pleco: Cin 
goods, salt; metals, and spices but the trade is not consider 
able. It fies bebweem the two large cities of Cawnpore and: 
Lucknow, which provide markets for surplus produce and 
supply the small neéds of an agricultural population. ‘The trafic 
bby road featill considemble, especially to Cawnpore. ‘There. are 
‘so large tradvig centres isthe District, their pluce being taker: 
by small markets at numerous villages and a few towns. 

“The branch of the Oudh and Robilkhand: Railway from Railways:

Sheep and goats are very 
largely reared, the former for woo! and the latter for their fies, 
milk, and manure. 

Only 420 square miles were irrigated jn agog-g. Welle trigstian. 
supplied 203 square miles, tanks ot JAH x91, and other soutoes 
26, The aandy d4ir ix not sultuble for the construction of

Ajodhy& was of 
small importance in Buddhist times, when Stketa became the 
chief city of Kozala, It is stil uncertain where Sakets was 
situated, and it has been sugwested that it occupied. part of the 
ancient ty of Ajodiya. Numismatic evidence points to. the 
srdle of a line of Independent Rajis, in or near Ajodhya, ubout 
tthe commencement of the Christian era.

Sufdae Jang, who was jealous of his rapid rise to power, 
All Muhammad! wax compelled! to surrender all his possessions 
in 4745 and was kept a close prisotier at Uelhi for six month, 
after which he was released and appointed. governor of the 
Mughal province of Sithind, where he remained for a year.

For 
hhis unswerving loyalty during the Mutiny of 1857, Mubammud 
Yusuf AW Khin, Nawib of Rampur, recived a grant of 
land, thet assessed. at 4-3 lakh, in aildition to other honours 
and an increase of gund in his salute. He wax suecceded in 
1864 byhis son, Nawab Muhammad Kalb Alt Khin, GCSL, 
GLE, who, at the Imperial Assemblage at Dethi, received 
a standard and an uddition for life of two. guns to his salute, 
the ordinazy salnte of the chiefship being thirteen guns. Sir Kalb 
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AW Khan died in 1887 and was succeeded by Mushtak AM,

‘Th place, as its name implies, was 
originally an encampment of Banjiris or grain-carriers, who

Tehri State (or Tehri<arhwal),—Native State under the 
politcal superintendence of the Government of the United 
Provinces, lying between 30” 4’ and 31° 48’ N. and 77° 4" 
and 79" 24" E., with an area of 4200 square miles. It is 
bounded on the north by the Punjab States of Rawin and 
Bashabr, and by ‘Tibet; on the east and south by Garhwal 
District; and on the west by Deha Dan. The State lies 
entirely in the HimAtayas, and contains a tangled series of 
tidges with innumerable spurs sepamted by narrow valleys.

‘The temple is a square 
huilding, about 20 feet high, containing small statues of 
Ganga, tagirathi, and other mythological personages coe 
nected with the spot. Tt was erveted by Amar Singh, Thapps 
the chief of the Gurkha commanders in Garhwal, early in the 
eighteenth century. During the summer large numbers of 
pilgrims visit this place, and several dturmatias have been 
‘built for their accommodation. Flasks filled at Gungotet with, 
the sucred mater are vealed ip by the officiating Biahnias tnd 
conveyed! to the plains as valuable treasures. In the winter 
the temple i closed and the priests migrate to’ Mukbba, 
village ten miles away. 

Jamnotri—Temple in the State of Tehit, United Provinces, 
situated fn 31° x" Nand 78° 28" B, Te stands on the western 
flank of the great peak of Handarponch (20,73 feet), at an 
dleration of about 10,809 feet above the sea xnd ¢ miles 
helow the glacier from which the Jumma issves.
